8 ik: The direct or indirect granting 
of .peciat privilege# by the National 
ftuite or local government is the bane 
of politics. 

That some individuals are enjoyu g 
at public expense unfair opportunities 
for making money or advancing their 
own. interests is a constant cause of 
political and social unrest, anti if there 
is danger to the State or to society Of 
an anarchistic revolution owing to un¬ 
fair and unequal opportunities to make 
a living, the responsibility Cor it will 
be upon the governing bodies that 
have violated the public trust in giv¬ 
ing away that which is not theirs to 
give, and upon the men who sought 
and took advantage Of privileges that 
they had no right to seek or accept. 

It sometimes happens in comniuni 
ties where the administration of gov 
emmentand the enforcement of law 
are so abused that the people are com¬ 
pelled to rise in their might, and by 
revolutionary proceeds establish a new 
and better order of tilings.
